Moscow.—A communication received at the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Branch of the Board of Trade, from a trustworthy source 
in Russia, alludes to the restriction of credit in Moscow, with the 
natural result of the stoppage of several firms, Fears were 
expressed that under the existing circumstances more failures are 
probable. 


Rio de Janeiro—H.M. Consul-General in Rio de Janeito 
forwards a list of bankruptcies at that port during May,—seven 
firms with a total of liabilities estimated at about 300,000/.,—and 
remarks: ‘“ British merchants and manufacturers should recognise 
the risks they run in trading direct with the purchaser in these 
markets, and bear in mind that in an arrangement of creditors, 
those not present are liable to unfair treatment, and that in these 
cases it often occurs that certain creditors receive private and 
preferential treatment.” 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JUNE, 1904.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for June, 1904, show an increase in the 
value, as compared with the corresponding month of 1903, of the 
Imports into the United Kingdom, and of the Exports of British 
produce, but a decrease in the value of the Exports of foreign and 
Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in June, 1904, was 43,196,784, 
an increase of 1,901,234/., or 4°6 per cent., as compared with 
those in June, 1903, whilst the total Exports amounted to 
29,728,729/., showing a total increase of 1,605,917/. The Exports 
of British produce alone show an increase of 1,797,8101., or 8:1 
per cent., as compared with June, 1903, whilst there is a 
decrease of 191,893/., or 3°2 per cent., in the Exports of foreign 
and Colonial merchandise.

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V.—SHIPPING IN JUNE, 1904. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the month of June, 1904, amounted to 3,543,199 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 4,313,183 tons, as against 3,630,312 tons 
entered and 3,946,189 tons cleared in the month of June, 
1903. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
with cargoes during June, 1904, amounted to 2,624,097 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 2,617,893 tons, as against 2,661,884 
tons entered, and 2,644,265 tons cleared in June, 1903. 


VI.—SIX MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-JUNE). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the six months ended June, 1904, amounted to 
19,161,391 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 23,678,142 tons, as 
against 18,431,646 tons entered and 22,812,383 tons cleared in the 
similar period of the year 1903. With regard to the coasting trade, 
the tonnage entered with cargoes during the first six months of 
1904 amounted to 15,768,431 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
15,503,630 tons, as against 15,311,195 tons entered and 15,164,469 
tons cleared in the first six months of 1903.

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WARSAW WOOL FAIR OF 1904. 


The following report on the Warsaw Wool Fair of 1904 has been 
received from H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw :— 

The general stagnation in all branches of trade and industry 
which has been brought about by the events in the Far Hast has 
been severely felt by the wool trade, in spite of expectations of an 
increased consumption of woollen goods by the army. 

The uncertainty as to the future demand, a diminished sale of 
fancy woollen goods, the general curtailment of credit and want of 
confidence made it certain that the demand at the wool fair would 
be weak. 

Prices had remained steady from last year’s fair until war broke 
out, since when they have been falling steadily. 

Very few transactions took place during the spring, as both 
buyers and sellers were waiting to see how things would be later on. 
On the other hand, the production of wool was known to be from 
3 to 4 per cent. less than the preceding year, partly from the 
diminution of sheep farming, and partly from bad weather and the 
bad harvest which had caused much disease and a heavy death rate 
amongst both sheep and lambs. 

Little wool having changed hands before the fair, it was expected 
that a larger quantity than usual would be sent for sale at the fair; 
but this was not the case, the quantity being almost exactly the 
same as last year, when a large proportion of the production had 
already been sold before the fair. 

Prices were much lower than last year, the demand being chiefly 
for the lower qualities, and a considerable quantity of wool remained 
unsold. 

For some years no foreign buyers have attended the fair, but the 
higher price of wool in Germany caused several German buyers to 
come this year in search of lower qualities of wool at a cheap rate. 

The “fine” quality was chiefly bought by local manufacturers ; 
‘“‘ extra fine” remained unsold, as the offers of the Russian. firms 
who are the usual purchasers of this quality of wool were too low. 

The quantity of wool put on sale at the fair was 1,510,531 lbs., 
but this included 194,840 Ibs. left over from last year’s fair.

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TRADE OF THE TREATY PORTS IN NORTHERN CHINA 
IN 1903 (concluded). 


The following particulars are in continuation of the. article on 
the “Trade of the Treaty Ports in Northern China,” published 
on pp. 18-22 of last week’s issue of the “ Board of Trade 


Journal ” :— 


Kiaochow.—The trade for the past year exhibits throughout the 
same steady increase in all directions which has been characteristic 
of the port trom the beginning. 

From very small beginnings trade has developed wonderfully, 
and is now after five years larger than that of Chefoo was after 30 
years ; and as there is still a large margin left for further develop- 
ment, all doubts as to the future of the port may safely be set at 
rest. Steady as the development has been in the past, all condi- 
tions speak for its continuance in future. ‘The total value of the 
year’s trade amounted to Hk. Tis. 14,611,549, being an increase 
of more than 40 per cent. over that of 1902 and of more than 70 
per cent. over that of 1901. Foreign imports increased from 
Hk. Tls. 3,430,187 in 1901 to Hk. Tls. 5,845,729 in 1902 and 
Hk. Tis. 8,452,668 during 1903—the direct imports from foreign 
ports having increased 40 per cent., and from Chinese ports, 50 
per cent., as compared with 1902. The import of native goods 
rose from Hk. Tis. 2,261,104 in 1902 to Hk. Tls. 2,826,837 during 
1903, being an increase of 25 per cent. The export trade shows 
the same satisfactory development, having increased nearly 50 per 
cent.—from Hk. Ts. 2,269,892 in 1902 to Hk. Tis. 3,332,044 in 
1903. The value of exports to foreign countries, though still com- 
paratively small in volume, has increased 125 per cent., and the 
exports to native ports, over 45 per cent. The chief feature in the 
year’s import trade, apart from its general expansion, is the large 
increase in Japanese goods, especially cotton goods, which form 
the bulk of the trade inland. A rough analysis of the articles 
comprising the import trade, valued at Hk. Tls. 8,452,000 shows 
that cotton goods have contributed to this total, in round figures, 
Hk. Tls. 5,200,000, or about 65 per cent.; railway and mining 
materials, Hk. Tis. 2,210,000; indigo and other dyes, Hk. Tis. 
230,000 ; mineral oil, Hk. Ts. 200,000 ; matches, Hk. Ts. 157,000 ; 
metals (chiefly old iron), Hk. Tls. 56,000; silk fabrics, Hk. Tis. 
34,000; woollens, Hk. Tls. 20,000; and sundries, Hk. Tls. 345,000. 
In the total of cotton goods—Hk. Tis. 5,200,000—Japan shares, 
roughly, to the extent of Hk. Ts. 3,300,000, or nearly 60 per cent. 
The increase is chiefly noticeable in cotton yarn, which rose from 
27,925 piculs in 1901 to 60,399 piculs in 1902 and 112,122 piculs 
during 1903; but other cotton fabrics, such as sheetings, drills, 
T-cloths, &c., are also gradually forcing their way into the market, 
which at present is still chiefly supplied with fabrics of English 
(grey and white shirtings, T-cloths, &c.) and American (sheetings 
and drills) origin.

In addition to the shipping shown in the above table. there were 
611 vessels (t.e., 330 Japanese, 248 British, 25 Chinese, 6 Nor- 
wegian and 2 German), of an aggregate tonnage of 199,023 tons 
entered and cleared at the port ot Chefoo, and 526 vessels (7.e., 238 
Russian, 158 Japanese, 122 British, and 8 Chinese) of an aggregate 
tonnage of 153,742 tons entered and cleared at the port of New- 
chwang, under Inland Steam Navigation rules. There was no 
shipping under these rules at Tientsin, Kiaochow or Chinwangtao. 
The statistics of the junk trade at Kiaochow are also given in the 
report for that place, and from these it appears that the total 
number of junks entered and cleared at various points in Kiaochow 
Bay in 1903 was 6,333, only 1,390 of which were at Tsingtao.

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the “ Cape of Good 
Hope Government Gazette” for 3lst May last, 
containing the “ Additional Taxation Act, 
1904 ” (No. 36 of 1904), which received the 
assent of the Chambers on 28th May, 1904, for the purpose of 
imposing excise duties upon beer and spirits, and also to provide 
for the taxation of incomes in the Colony. 


Excise Duties 
end Income Tax. 


With regard to the excise duties on beer, the present Act repeals 
, Act No. 25 of 1887,* and the provisions of the 
Rein De “Excise Beer Duty Acts” of 1884 and 1885 
; * are re-enacted, with effect from Ist July, 
1904, except as regards the following amendments relating to 
the duty payable on beer brewed in the Colony :— 

(i) Upon every 36 gallons of worts of a specific gravity of 
1,047 degrees, duty reduced from 12s. under Act of 1884, 
to 9s.; and so in proportion for any difference in quantity 
or gravity. 

(ii) From worts of the specific gravity of less than 1,040 
degrees, duty increased from 3s. under Act of 1885, to 
4s. 6d. upon every 36 gallons of such worts. 

NotEe.—Lager beer is to be charged the higher rate of duty. 


With regard to the excise duties on spirits, the present “ Excise Duty 
Revised Spirit Amendment Act, 1898,” is so far amended by 
Excise the the present Act as to increase the duty from 4s. 

to 10s. upon every gallon of spirits, of the 
strength of proof, distilled or manufactured from materials other 
than wine, grape juice, grapes, husks of grapes or raisins, the pro- 
duce of the Colony. 

The present Act also repeals Act No. 19 of 1886,+ and imposes, 
as from Ist July, 1904, an excise duty of 6s. per proof gallon on 
Colonial spirits distilled from wine in certain cases, and not being 
methylated spirits. 

Under talien 36 of the present Act, it is also provided that :— 

‘“¢ All wines which may be sold, or offered for sale, or found upon 
the premises of persons licensed under the Liquor Laws, and which 
contain more than 25 per cent. by volume, of alcohol of the specific 
gravity of 825, at a temperature of 60 deg. Fahr., and all beers 
which are diluted or fortified with spirit shall be forfeited, and the 
trader shall incur a penalty of not exceeding 1002. sterling.

Such rules and regulations are 
to be sanctioned by the Legislature, and persons infringing them 
are liable to a penalty not exceeding 1001.

Hides. According to these regulations the importa- 
tion of raw hides (fresh, green, salted or unsalted, undried) is 
absolutely prohibited; and that of dried or smoked hides, or such 
as have been treated with arsenic, &c., only permitted at certain 
points where a veterinary surgeon resides, and on condition that 
the hides are accompanied by a certificate in a prescribed form and 
with a translation in French or Roumanian attached. The 
Minister of the Interior is authorised to prohibit the importation 
of dried hides from countries infected with cattle plague, pleuro- 
pneumonia, and foot-and-mouth disease. 

Special regulations are also provided for hides carried on steamers

infected with plague or cholera, or imported from countries so 
infected ; also for hides imported from non-European countries.

VENEZUELA. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
copy of a despatch from H.M. Minister at 
Caracas, enclosing a translation of a recent 
Decree of the Venezuelan Government, pro- 
viding that goods imported into Venezuela 
from foreign colonies are to pay an additional 
30 per cent., and that an additional duty of equal amount is also 
to be imposed on all goods imported from European ports or from 
the United States after transhipment in foreign colonies. These 
additional duties came into force on the 2nd June. 


PANAMA. 


With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 594 of the 
Customs Regime “ Journal ” for the 30th June, on the subject of 
pie a a the Customs régime in the Panama Canal zone, 

the Board of Trade are now in receipt, through 
the Foreign Office, of a telegram from H.M. Consul at Panama, 
reporting that the ‘canal zone has been opened to commerce, and that 
imports into it from the United States and their insular possessions 
are to be free of duty, while imports from other countries are to 
pay the same duties as in the United States. 


JAPAN.

This railway, if constructed, will extend to the sea the existing 
line from the Niger to Kayes, supplementing the Senegal river, on 
which navigation is impossible during eight months of the year. 
The Commission anticipate no great technical difficulties in the 
construction of the railway along the route they recommend. The 
length of the line will be 670 kilometres (about 416 miles) ; the cost 
of the construction is estimated at 42,000,000 francs (1,680,000/.), 
and of the requisite rolling stock at 7,000,000 francs (280,000/.)

This trade has been carried on for a long time on the coasts of 
Syria and the Black Sea, but it may be considered as new at 
Smyrna, for it is hardly three years since the export to Europe 
was started. The first attempts were successful: they were made

with Marseilles and London and amounted to the export of 500 
cases, three-quarters of which were for Marseilles. 


The following year, 2,500 cases were despatched to Marseilles, 
Naples, Genoa and Palermo. Finally, last year about 5,000 cases 
were sent to Marseilles, London, Naples, Palermo, Malta, Vienna, 


Munich, &c. Every case holds 120 dozen, 1.¢., 1,440 eggs: 5,000 
cases therefore represent a total of 7,200,000 eggs. 


The Messageries steamers which sail at regular intervals and 
make quick voyages, loaded a large proportion of these consign- 
ments in 1903, namely 673 cases for Marseilles and 801 for 
Naples. As for consignments to London, the transhipment at 
Marseilles is feared, for it is essential that it should be made with 
care so as to avoid the breakage, which is sometimes considerable, 
in spite of the precautions which are taken for preserving the 
inside and outside condition of the packing cases. Accordingly, 
direct consignment to England, without transhipment, is preferred. 


The eggs shipped at Smyrna come not only from the villages 
and farms of the neighbourhood, but also from more distant 
localities within the radius of the two railways. Perhaps it is to 
this facility and the quickness of transport that the development 
of this trade is to be attributed. 


Prices vary a good deal from one year to another, for there are 
good and bad years; but taking an average, one may say that 
from 1st March to lst June, the cost price amounts to about 4 
francs (3s. 2d.) per 100, and during the autumn and winter to 6°75 
francs (5s, 6d.), to which must of course be added the cost of 
packing, preserving, transport and shipment; the chances of 
loss or breakage must also be taken into account. 


As Great Britain has begun to receive eggs from Smyrna, it is 
hikely that the town will become one of her regular suppliers. At 
present the exportation is limited to the nearest Mediterranean 
ports supplied by quicker steamers, but as the methods of pre- 
serving eggs improve from day to day, one may hope that the 
distance and length of the voyage will no longer form an obstacle 
to the ever increasing extent of this trade.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters in the 
interests of British trade, so far as it can be met by Government action, 
It is intended to be a-centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form convenient 
for reference. In addition, it is the duty of the Branch, as far as the 
interests of British Trade permit, to afford information in reply to enquiries 
by traders on commercial matters. 

The office is housed at No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., and 
(subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and 
Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the direction of 
Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, on appliea- 
tion being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply information 
with regard to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; 
Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different 
localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of 
Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of last year, the work formerly carried on by 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute is now con- 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at 73, Basinghall Street. | : 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. Supplements to the 
“Board of Trade Journal” are issued quarterly, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,’ containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Kensington.
